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FOR AMBASSADOR FROM ARMITAGE 

1. WE ARE BASICALLY SYMPATHETIC TO REDUCING THE RESTRI- 
CTIONS, UNDER OUR PORT SECURITY PROGRAM. WHICH ARE PLACED 
ON CALLS BY HUNGARIAN VESSELS TO OUR PORTS. SO FAR THE 
RESTRICTIONS (14-DAY REQUEST THROUGH DIPLOMATIC CHANNELS) 
HAVE NO KNOWN VALUE SINCE GOH VESSELS HAVE NOT BEEN CALLING 
AT U.S. PORTS, BUT'THIS COULD CHANGE. MORE LENIENT PROCE- 
DURES (4 FULL WORKING DAYS REQUEST, AGENT TO COAST GUARD) 
HAVE GRADUALLY BEEN ADOPTED FOR POLAND AND ROMANIA. A 
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RECIPROCITY, APPLIES TO SOVIET VESSELS. 

2. FOR REASONS MAINLY EXTERNAL TO U.S. /HUNGARIAN 
RELATIONS, WE BELIEVE THAT NOW IS NOT THE TIME TO DISCUSS 
PORT SECURITY. THE NEXT U.S./ SOVIET MARITIME AGREEMENT. 
WHICH INVOLVES OUR PORT SECURITY PROGRAM, IS BEING NEGO- 
TIATED, AS IS A MARITIME AGREEMENT WITH ROMANIA. WE DO 
NOT WISH AT THIS SAME TIME TO BE INVOLVED IN INTERAGENCY 
CONSULTATION ON THE HUNGARIAN RESTRICTIONS, EVEN THOUGH 
THE GOH MAY TREAT US SOMEWHAT LESS DISCRIMINATORILY 
(BUDAPEST 247,324, AND 482-1974) AND HAVE ONLY A FEW 
TRAMP SHIPS. 

3. ANOTHER SHORT-TERM CONSIDERATION IS THE CONSIDERABLE 
ECONOMIC IMPORTANCE, AND ATTENDANT PUBLICITY, OF OUR 
GRAIN SALES TO THE USSR. THE LOADING OF SHIPS CARRYING 
GRAIN BOUND FOR THE USSR HAS BEEN HAMPERED BY MARITIME 
UNIONS, AND THE ISSUES OF OPPORTUNITY FOR U.S. VESSEL 
OPERATORS IN NON-MARKET STATES AS WELL AS CONDUCT OF 
BLOC VESSELS IN U.S TRADES HAVE AGAIN BEEN RAISED. 

4. WE WILL BE ABLE TO CONSIDER TREATMENT FOR HUNGARIAN 
VESSELS SIMILAR TO THAT NOW ACCORDED POLISH AND ROMANIAN 
ONES. EXTENSION OF SUCH TREATMENT TO ALL BLOC STATES 
BASED ON RECIPROCITY AND QUID PRO QUO HAS BEEN THE INTEN- 
TION OF DEPARTMENT SINCE 1973 WHEN POLISH RELAXATION TOOK 
PLACE. WE WILL KEEP THIS "MINI-ISSUE" IN MIND FOR THE 
CHRISTMAS SEASON. INGERSOLL 
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
